Howard Johnson’s 


Three Gunmen Get $264 from 
Safe and Registers in Daring 
Midnight Stick-up 


In a daring hold-up last night three 
young gunmen 19 to 22 years of age 
robbed the registers and the safe at 
Howard Johnson’s near the by-pass of 
$264.50, holding at gunpoint some 12 
customers and about ten waitresses and 
other help. 

Entering the place about midnight the 
three youths, with handkerchiefs held up 
to their face and gunhand shaking in one 
case, went systematically about their 
task of covering some twenty persons 
scattered in the large building. One 
vaulted over the ice-cream counter, 
forced two men into the kitchen and there 
covered them and three of the kitchen 
help. One took care of the customers in 
the grille end, while another forced the 
bartender, Matthew Hedger of South 
Main street up a flight of stairs into the 
office where he ordered the manager 
Charles Mayne to unlock the inner door 
of the safe. 

None of the customers was bothered, 
although one man was aksed how much 
he had, and on replying “$1.50” the 
bandit told him to “‘keep it.” 

After removing the contents of the safe 
and the cash registers the three gunmen 
tore off in a coupe which had no number 
plates. 

Police immediately broadcast as com- 
plete a description as they could secure of 
the three men, and state police joined in 
the search for them along with the police 
of other communities. Police officer Carl 
H. Stevens went to the scene. 

lhe crossing tender in Ballardvale this 
morning reported to state police that he 
had seen three men in a Chevrolet coupe 
heading for Lawrence. This leads police to 
believe that after heading for Reading 
they cut off and circled around through 
the Vale to head back for Lawrence.

(| $50,000 Blaze 


Threatens Homes 


Fire Departments from Six 
Communities Assist in 
Fighting Fire 

Described as the most serious fire since 
Chief Emerson took office in 1920, a 
near-conflagration Wednesday morning 
caused damage conservatively estimated 
at $50,000 when it destroyed a lumber 
shed, partially gutted a paint shed, 
scorched some five dwelling houses on 
Haverhill and York streets, and released 
the sprinkler system in the Hardy brush 
factory. Fire apparatus from Lowell, 
Lawrence, Haverhill, Methuen and North 
Andover assisted at the blaze, and a 
Reading piece covered in at the fire sta- 
tion, with the Reading chief being active 
at the scene. Four persons received slight 
injuries. 

The actual loss from the fire itself was 
comparatively slight, the two buildings 
themselves being worth only about 
$7,000. The chief financial loss came in 
the brush factory where the heat and 
flames broke some windows on the top 
floor, and ignited some lumber. The 
sprinkler system was released and water 
damage to some valuable finished pro- 
ducts and to some laboratory equipment 
of the Raffold Process corporation on the 
ground floor was considerable. Frank H. 
Hardy of the brush factory stated Wed- 
nesday evening that his loss was about 
$40,000 including the finished goods, 
materials, and the two sheds. The Ando- 
ver-Shawsheen Realty company also 
suffered some loss because of the heat and 
flame damage to the paint on their five 
houses. In one house the heat was so in- 
tense that the paint inside blistered, and 
in another the occupants were unable to 
get close enough to remove their ice-box. 
The paint shop was leased by Francis 
Rogers, who lost $500 worth of equip- 
ment and some valuable antique furni- 
ture, none of which was covered by in- 
surance. The rest of the loss however was 
all covered.

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Probable Promotion of Officer Hickey to Sergeancy 
Bound to Be a Popular One and a Wise One 


Had there been no civil service 
examination for police sergeant, had 
the selectmen the duty of appointing 
one of the present officers to the new 
position, they probably would have 
come to the same decision as the 
Civil Service commission has evi- 
dently arrived at: that Officer Ray 
Hickey is the man for the job. 


In the mental examination Officer 
Hickey led the department, and 
having satisfied the physical examin- 
ation requirements, he was auto- 
matically eligible for the promotion. 
But the selectmen, if they had had 
the unlimited promoting power, 
would probably have paid little at- 
tention to such matters as were 
covered by the mental and physical 
examinations; instead they would 
have realized from experience that 
Officer Hickey was very capable of 
using common sense in his official 
actions, and that is a very much 
needed element in law enforcement 
today. 

The youngest member of the force, 
the new Sergeant early earned the 
respect of the townspeople by his 
pleasant manner in exercising his 
duties. Common sense in law enforce- 
ment means securing the co-oper- 
ation and the respect of the public, 
and that is why Ray Hickey will un- 
doubtedly make an eminently satis- 
factory sergeant. It’s a great temp- 
tation for a man in uniform to exer- 
cise the power that is his in a hard- 
boiled, officious manner, but it does 
not get the results that the gentler 
methods do. 

Andover long had a bad reputation 
in police circles because of its policy 
of slambang treatment of motorists. 
Even slight, unimportant infractions 
of the rules were made the occasion 
of bawlings-out in which profanity 
was a too frequently present ele- 
ment. Out-of-town motorists began 
to lose their respect for Andover; 
local motorists lost their respect for 
the police. Chief Dane and his soon- 
to-be sergeant have swung the other 
way, and they have found that they 
are getting better results from motor- 
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How’s the Coasting 


ists and other offenders by treating 
them as human beings. It’s a good 
philosophy, for persons will not take 
advantage of an officer whom they 
like, but they will do almost any- 
thing to spite the other, less co- 
operative officer. 

It’s an important position that 
Officer Hickey is stepping into, but 
his work the past few years has made 
everyone in Andover feel certain 
that he can handle that position in a 
creditable manner. In extending to 
him hearty congratulations and best 
wishes, the Townsman knows that it 
reflects the feelings of the entire town.
